. Programs on the buildings of 
Oxford County will be given in 
Lovell and Buckfield this week. 
George R. Allen, Project Director 
of the Oxford County Historic 
Resource Survey, will speak and 
show slides of Oxford ‘County 
Architecture in Buckfield on May 
15, at 7 p. m. in the Odd Fellows 
Hall, at a gathering sponsored by 
the Buckfield Senior Citizens, the 
Steering Committee of the Old 
Church on the Hill, and the 
Buckfield Literary Club. Allen will 
give a slide-talk to the Lovell His- 
torical Society on Sunday, May 
18, at 7:30 p. m. in the Hobbs 
Memorial Library in Lovell Vil- 
lage. Both. programs are open to 
the public, 

Survey work has been proceed- 
ing in several communities in the 
county over the last few weeks. 
In Bethel, approximately 30° vol- 
unteers have been working to 
document the buildings of that 
town. Several members of the 
Greenwood Historical Society have 
been preparing forms for the sur- 
vey that will be done in that town 
later in May. In Woodstock, Mary 
Billings and the students of the 
Woodstock Elementary School 
have been gathering information 
on houses in the town for the 
Woodstock Historical Society, and 
have made their information av- 
ailable to the Survey, Hiram has 
begun its survey, with members 
of the Hiram Historical Socie!y 
working on the buildings there, In 
Rumford, eleven Junior High 
School students in the Maine His. 
tory Course have taken 10 to 15 
buildings apiece to survey. Indi- 
vidual surveyors have begun work 
in Paris, Fryeburg and Gilead. 

In order to get an overview of 
historic buildings in different

rates during the next few years. 
Bank marketability of services will 
need to change as a result and the 
introduction of such innovations as 
variable rate and roll-over mort- 
gages are just a matter of time. 
Underlying all the changes are the 
myriad of regulations conceived 
by the bureaucracy for the pur- 
pose, hopefully, of Protecting the 
consumer but sometimes resulting 
to his detriment and the difficulty 
of administration by the financial 


| institutions. 


In summary, Mr. Moran stated

RUBELLA (GERMAN MEASLES) 


SCREENING CLINIC 


Due to the recent Rubella (Ger- 
man Measles) outbreak in Waldo 
County, Maine, all have been re. 
minded that not all of Maine's 
children ang young adults are pro- 
tected from Rubella. So long as 
the disease is, ‘Present in our 
communities and young women 
are not immune, there is a po- 
tential visk of Congenital Rubella 
Syndrome developing in babies. 

If a pregnant woman gets Rubel. 
la in the first three months of 
pregnancy, there is a 30 - 40% 
chance that the baby will have a 
birth defect. 

William T. Whitney, M. 
diatrician at the Bethe] Area 
Health Center and Child Health 
Center in Norway states “Rubella 
infecting the unborn baby can af- 
fect. all parts of the body of that 
baby. They can be born with men- 
ta] retardation, small brains, heart 
defects, hepatitis, bone deformities, 
cataracts of the eyes. and life 
threatening bleeding problems.” 
He states that “There has been 
almost no rubella syndrome in ba- 
bies since the epidemic of 1964-65, 
This is due to the introduction of 
Rubella vaccine in the mid 1960's 
and the immunization of infants 
With this vaccine. The vaecine for 
rubella is one of the safest vac- 
cines with few side effects," 

The Bethel Area Health Center 
is sponsoring a Rubella Screening 
Clinic on May 22 for adolescents 
and young adults to determine if 
they are immune to rubella or not. 
Permission slips and information 
will be sent home with all students 
in S.A. D. #44 who have no health 
record of immunization against ru- 
bella. 

The screening tests wil] be done 
so that anyone who is not im- 
mune can receive the vaccine. 
Those persons whose screening 
show that they are immune (have 
protection against the disease) do 
not need the vaccine, 

Steven Kraus, M. D., family 
Practice doctor and medical di- 
rector at the Health Center states 
that the newest vaccine offers the 
best protection from the rubella 
disease. He strongly recommends 
that any student who is not im- 
mune receive this vaccine. Those
